THe Counct. MEETING. 


Last week’s Council meeting was a fairly lengthy 
one, but there is not much in its proceedings that 
calls for special comment. 

Most of the time, as usual, was occupied by the 
consideration of the reports of Committees, some 
of which—especially perhaps the Registration and 
Parliamentary Committees—had had an even 
greater amount of responsibity cast upon them 
than usual. Next quarter it will be the turn of the 
Examination Committee, which has just received a 
rather vaguely worded instruction from the Council 
to consider and report on the revision of the bye- 
laws and schedules referring to the professional 
examinations Apparently not all of the byelaws 
and schedules are meant—to revise the whole would 
be a formidable task indeed—and itis not clear why 
no definite indication was given either to Com- 
mittee or Council as to what provisions are thought 
to require alteration. Every year continues to 
increase the burden of responsibility which is 
relegated to the Committees, and coincidently to 
inerease the debt the members owe to those 
Councilmen who discharge their Committee work 
faithfully. 

Financially, the College continues its steady pro- 
gress from bad to worse. The overdraft at the bank, 
which was arranged for not long ago, will be 
practically exhausted before the next meeting of 
Council ; and the Treasurer has now been authorised 
to negotiate a further one, or failing that to make a 
heavy sale of Consols. Further, those members 
who are addicted to upbraiding the Council for 
inertness against quackery may note the result of 
the action by the R.C.V.S. v. Churchill's Veterinary 
Sanatorium, Ltd. An injunction was obtained in 
the High Court, with costs against the Company, 
but the Company has no assets, and the College 
has therefore been left to bear taxed costs amouning 
to some £161. 

We are glad to note one short item in the report 
of the Finance Committee. A member—Mr. G. 
Garnett, of Hove — recognising the Council's diffi- 
culties, sent a cheque to the College funds. The 
Council accepted the donation, and thanked the 
donor. The amount sent—one guinea—was that 
which will be compulsory upon all members each 
January, under the Bill which has been approved 
by the vast majority of the profession, Mr. Garnett 
has simply chosen to pay his first annual guinea 
voluntarily, and in doing so has set a good —— 
to all other members. If all who support the Bill 
would do as he bas done, and make their first pay- 
ments now—the College would be fresd from 
its immediate difficulties, and the profession would 
have lived up to its motto. 


TUBERCLE OF THE CHOROID IN THE CAT.

That tubercle occurs in the choroid of the cat 
appears to have passed unrecognised. Neither in 
the veterinary text-books nor in special articles have 
we been able to find any reference to the subject. 
Indeed tubercle of the choroid in animals generally 
seems to be known only from post-mortem examina- 
tion. On these grounds we venture to hope that a 
sketch of the clinical and pathological features of 
six cases which we had the opportunity of examin- 
ing, may not be without interest. We owe it 
entirely to the energetic co-operation of Mr. 
A. J. Sewell, m r.c.v.s., that we have been able 
to make these observations; he first called our 
attention to the condition, and was indefatigable in 
affording us opportunities of examining the cases, 
and in supplying us with the pathological material. 


CLINICAL FEATURES. 


Our cases have occurred mostly in young cats, 
some of good breed, some not. The first thing 
which is noticed is that the animal is blind, running 
into obstacles, or stopping short just a moment 
before touching them. In five of our cases the 
disease has either been bilateral at the first exami- 
nation, or has been observed in the second eye 
within a few days of its appearance in the first. It 
is not impossible, however, that unilateral cases 
may occur, for the disease might well escape notice 
so long as the animal was able to see with the 
other eye. 

The cat usually seems to be quite well and in 
good condition; in one instance only was wasting 
noted. The temperature was only taken in our last 
two cases, and was found to be elevated, ranging be- 
tween 102° F. and 104° F. 

At first there are no signs of inflammation in the 
anterior parts of the eye. The pupil is widely 
dilated, and reacts not at all, or only very sluggishly 
to light; at times a slow contraction occurs, prob- 
ably in association with an effort of accomodation 
or convergence. By oblique illumination a detach- 
ment of the retina, or membranous webs in the 
vitreous, often with hemorrhages on the surface, 
may be visible. 

With the ophthalmoscope extensive areas and 
smaller discrete spots of a yellowish exudation are 
seen beneath the retinal vessels (Fig. 1). They are 
frequently somewhat raised, have shelving, soft 
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edges, and show no pigmentation. Where the tape- 
tum is present it usually masks the exudation, 
partly by covering and so concealing it, partly, 
when the exudation has begun to break through, by 
transilluminating it so brilliantly as to render it 
invisible. The retinal vessels may be normal, or 
enlarged and very tortuous; vessels normally too 
small to be visible seem to become enlarged and 
si and possibly new vessels are formed. 

tinal hemorrhages are rarely absent though not 
usually abundant 

Comparatively early in the disease detachments 

of the retina are formed, which may become com- 
plete, or the retina may be adherent to the main 
areas of exudation and detached elsewhere. The 
vitreous is usually free from floating opacity, but 
extensive fibrous webs may stretch into it from the 
fundus. 
- In later stages the signs of inflammation begin 
to appear in the anterior parts of the eye. The 
brilliant golden colour of the iris becomes dull and 
more greenish, the pattern is less sharp, and new 
vessels may form on the suface. A peculiar vascu- 
lar lacework spreads across the pupil on the 
anterior surface of the lens. The strands may be 
pigmented, and are often connected, not with the 
pupillary margin, but with the anterior surface of 
the iris some distance further out, resembling in 
this respect the strands of a persistent pupillary 
membrane. Vessels may be traced passing from 
the iris into the strands. Sometimes little vascular 
plexuses are formed on the surface of the lens, 
giving rise to easily visible red patches. Usually 
the pupil is not so much contracted as it would be 
in an untreated human iritis, perhaps because, 
owing to the blindness, it is so widely dilated before 
the inflammatory changes commence. Posterior 
synechia may or may not be present. We have not 
observed precipitates of leucocytes on the back of 
the cornea. 

In one of our cases a very peculiar appearance 
was produced by a large fleshy polypus-like mass 
which projected through the pupil into the anterior 
chamber. It had an attachment to the iris above 
and below, causing distortion of the pupil and pre- 
venting full dilatation. Its consistence appeared to 
be gelatinous, and its surface was quite smooth, and 
strewn with some hemorrhages. Such an appear- 
ance is not confined to tuberculous cases; one of 
us (G. C.) has observed it in a case of non-tuber- 
culous (? traumatic) irido-cyclitis in a cat. 

Microscopical examination shows that it is 
merely a fibrinous coagulum, so that although it 
looks so much denser and more organised, it really 
corresponds more or less with the similar coagulum 
sometimes found in human gonorrhceal iritis. 

Along with these changes there is pericorneal 
congestion, and the periphery of the cornea becomes 
‘vascularised by the spreading in of fine vessels. In 
one of our cases the intraocular tension became low 
and the eye showed signs of shrinking; in another 
the iris was bulged forward (iris bombé), and the 
tension, although normal at the time of examina- 

tion, had evidently been raised, since the globe was 
ded and buphthalmic. 


PosT-MORTEM FEATURES AND INOCULATION 
EXPERIMENTS. 


A full post-mortem examination was carried out 
in five out of our six cases. In one instance the 
affection of the two choroids was the only tubercu- 
lous lesion in the body. In all the remaining four 
the lungs were diseased, though the foci were mi- 
croscopic in one case; the kidney was diseased in 
three, the nodules being in all instances large, and 
usually invading both the cortex and pyramids. 
The liver, spleen, suprarenal capsule and medias- 
tinal glands were diseased each in one case. The 
brain and meninges were invariably normal. 

Inoculation experiments were performed in three 
instances. In Case 1, Dr. Bolton injected for us 
two guinea pigs, one with material from a nodule 
in the liver, the other with material from the choroid. 
The first died in forty days, and showed generalised 
tuberculosis : the other was then killed, and showed 
a large mass at the site of inoculation and invasion 
of the peritoneum and spleen, The _ tubercle 
bacillus was recovered from the spleen. 

In Case 2, the injection was made by Dr. Catto, 
and Dr. S. H. Browning kindly supervised the 
*xperiment and reported the result. This experi- 
ment was also positive; at the site of inoculations 
a caseous mass formed, the glands in the axillary 
and inguinal regions were enlarged, and the spleen 
was studded with tuberculous nodules. The 
tubercle bacillus was found in the spleen and 
glands. 

In Case 5, Dr. Eyre kindly performed the experi- 
ment, which was negative. Of two guinea pigs 
injected with material from the eye, one died in 
three days and one in a month; post-mortem 
xxamination showed that the material had been 
absorbed, and the tubercle bacillus could not be 
found in the tissues. A guinea pig injected with 
material from the kidney lost fifty grams in weight 
and died in ninety days; post-mortem results were 
wholly negative. An animal injected with material 
from the lung died in three days, and the post- 


mortem results were negative. We desire to 
acknowledge our great indebtedness to these 
gentlemen. 


As further evidence of the tuberculous nature of 
the lesions we found an acid fast bacillus in the 
kidney of one case; we were unable to demonstrate 
the tubercle bacillus with certainty in the choroid. 
Sections of ordinary feline tubercle obtained for us 
by Mr, Sewell showed the same microscopical 
structure as the present series of cases. 


OCULAR LESIONS. 


On dividing the globe the choroid is found to be 
thickened either over an extensive area, or in a 
localised patch, and its cut surface has a marbled 
black and grey appearance. The thickening | is 
usually greatest near the posterior pole of the globe, 
and the retina is commonly adherent over it, 
detached elsewhere. Microscopically it consists of 
a granulation tissue of which the most typical 
element is an epithelioid cell having the followin, 
characters. (Fig. *) The nucleus is: large, ang 


round, oval, or irregular in shape; the nueleolus. is

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prominent, but the chromatin network is little 
developed so that staining is not deep; the cell 
body is of considerable size and rounded or 
polygonal in form. Lymphocytes, polymorpho- 
nuclear leucocytes, and other cells of the more 
ordinary inflammatory type are plentiful; giant 
cells are extremely rare. Tubercle systems, as 
seen in human tuberculosis, scarcely occur ; rather 
the epithelioid cells form a universal groundwork 
on which the other inflammatory cells are scattered, 
partly promiscuously, partly in groups and tracts. 
Caseation is not a very characteristic feature, but 
some degree of it is usually present towards the 
surface of the choroid. Blood vessels are very 
scanty, and seem to be mostly survivors of the 
normal blood vessels of the choroid; a few small 
twigs may be found in the subretinal space, how- 
ever, when they must be new-formed. In one of 
our cases there was a considerable amount of 
cicatrisation and organisation, giving an approxima- 
tion to the fibroid type of tubercle. 

While the patch is still small there is but little 
sign of inflammation in its neighbourhood or else- 
where in the eye. (Fig. 2.) The granulation tissue 
tends to spread extensively in a lateral direction, 
replacing the proper choroidal stroma, or leaving 
only some pigmented streaks. The sclera gradually 
becomes rarefied, and patches of lymphocytal infil- 
tration are formed in the episcleral tissues, but 


perforation by the tuberculous tissue itself is a 


relatively late phenomenon. The nerve entrance 
becomes invaded, but the inflammatory tissue does 
not usually spread backwards very far. On the 
anterior aspect of the choroid the tapetum, where 
present, offers considerable resistance to the spread 
of the disease ; the infiltration, however, gradually 
works its way along the vessels and spreads out in 
the subretinal space, where its texture is looser 
than in the choroid itself. Fibrous webs may also 
stretch into the vitreous from the nerve entrance. 
The retina is very cedematous and degenerate, and 
may be almost entirely necrotic. 

When inflammatory foci occur in the anterior 
parts of the eye they do not usually show specific 
tuberculous characters, but consist rather of collec- 
tions of lymphocytes. They are probably due not 
to local settlement of tubercle bacilli, but to spread 
forward of toxines from the tuberculous lesions 
behind. In two cases, however, we found small 
nodules of tuberculous tissue in the ciliary body. 
In the iris the vascular inflammatory webs which 
stretch across the pupil frequently have an attach- 
ment some distance out from the pupillary border, 
where the iris becomes thicker; otherwise the 
changes are much the same as in human iritis. 
The peculiar fibrinous coagula which sometimes 
occur have already been described (p. 434). 

In Case 5, in which the eye was buphthalmie, the 


- root of the iris was firmly adherent to the back of 


the cornea, thus occluding the main drainage 
channels of the globe and accounting for the rise of 
intraocular tension. In the animal eye glaucoma 
is said to be invariably of the juvenile or buphthal- 
mic type. 

In their main pathological features these cases 
correspond with the chronic or conglomerate type 


of tuberculosis in the human eye, and especially 
with the form described by Wagenmann (Bericht 
d. Ophth. Gesellsch, Heidelberg, p. 60, 1891) in 
which there is diffuse thickening of the choroid. 
A notable point of difference, however, is the early 
bilateral incidence, which must be very exceptional 
inman. Out of twenty cases which Jessop (St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital Reports, vol. xu1., p. 183, 
1905) collected, he found only one example of 
bilateral incidence. The affection is by no means 
alwavs part of a general tuberculosis. The obser- 
vation that the choroidal disease may be the only 
focus in the body (Case 4) is especially interesting, 
and seems to indicate that a tuberculous mass in 
the human choroid may also be a primary lesion, 
a proposition which has been denied by some 
authors. In two of the other cases the lung and 
kidney were alone effected; in one the lung and 
liver; in one the lung, spleen, suprarenal capsule 
and kidney. 

We append brief summaries of the cases on which 
this paper is founded. 


Case l. 

Male cat, aged 8 months. One eye was noticed to be 
affected three weeks ago; the other three days later? 
Animal wasting. Temperatures, observed for 10 days, 
ranged between 102°F. and 104° F. The fundi were 
examined shortly after death, while the media were still 
quite clear, and showed the same changes as in the 
other cases. 

Post-mortem. Enlarged glands in anterior media- 
stinum. A few yellow nodules in the liver, some of 
them cretaceous ; laceration of the liver from some 
recent accident. All other organs normal. Positive 
results by inoculation (p. 434) 

Microscopically, all anterior parts of the eye normal. 
Tuberculous mass in choroid — above. Sclera 
bulged and thinned, not much invaded. Inflammatory 
tissue in subretinal space. Retina degenerate, adherent 
over the mass, detached elsewhere. 


Case II. 


Black cat, 4 to 5 years old. pyoeventi healthy, but 
temperature ranges up to 103° F. and 104° F. uite 
blind ; duration of blindness not known. Pupils 
dilated ; inactive to light ; slow reaction with move- 
ments of the globe. Anterior parts of eyes normal, lens 
and vitreous clear. R. detachment of the retina except 
upwards and inwards. Patches of yellow exudation in 
various parts of the fundus. Retinal vessels enlarged 
and tortuous, probably partly new-formed. Hzmor- 
rhages. L. similar condition (Fig. 1). Large detach- 
ments inwards and below. 

Post-mortem. Old and recent pleurisy and a few 
small yellow nodules in the lungs; no consolidation. 
Some yellow spots in spleen. Considerable tuberculous 
areas in both kidneys, especially the left. Suprarenal 
capsule invaded. Other organs normal. Inoculation 
experiments positive (p. 434) 

Microscopically, infiltration in choroid chiefly above, 
near nerve entrance. Diffuse in type, no large granulo- 
matous masses. Sclera deeply invaded, and much 
lymphocytal infiltration of the episcleral tissues. 
Papetion not much broken up; on its inner surface a 
layer of inflammatory material to which the retina is 
adherent. Elsewhere retina detached. In lower part 
of the globe the tuberculous tissue spreads extensively 
in the subchoroidal space. Small area of tuberculous 
tissue in the ciliary body above. Iris and ciliary body 
normal. 
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Cass III. 


Prize black kitten, aged 5 months. Defective vision 
one month. Pupils dilated, react slightly to light, more 
freely with movements of the globe. Anterior parts of 
eye normal, media clear. Large detachment of the 
retina. 

Post-mortem. Tuberculous masses in the right 
kidney ; a few microscopical foci in the lungs. In the 
kidney was found a bacillus giving the staining 
reactions of the tubercle bacillus, but apparently shorter 
and plumper. 

Microscopically, tuberculous infiltration stretches in 
choroid from ora serrata nearly to nerve entrance on 
outer side. Sclera becoming invaded, not yet perforated; 
inflammatory infiltration of adjacent orbital tissues. 
Tapetum becoming broken up; still distinguishable. 
Retina degenerate. A few collections of lymphocytes 
in the ciliary body, otherwise anterior parts normal. In 
the left eye condition similar, but slightly more infiltra- 
tion in anterior parts of globe. 


IV. 


Black pedigree Persian cat ; male, aged 12 months. 
On owner’s return to town after a month’s absence he 
found that the animal was running into obstacles : 
otherwise it seemed to be in good condition. 

R. externally normal. Pupils dilated. Tension prob- 
ably normal. Large detachment of the retina, with 
hemorrhages, below and to the inner side. Webs in 
the vitreous. Posteriorly large masses of exudation 
beneath the retinal vessels: profuse hemorrhages. 
Vessels large and tortuous, probably new-formed in 
ei a vessel — and outwards is accompanied 

white lines. Disc not clearly seen. L. cornea clear. 

© pericorneal congestion. Iris pattern slightly 
blurred. Vascular web in pupil. Lens clear. Detach- 
ment of the retina ; some fundus reflex above. Tension 


low. 

Post-mortem. Some hemorrhages in the thymus. 
Otherwise all organs normal. Microscopical examina- 
tion of the thymus, thyroid, lung, liver, spleen suprarena. 
oer kidney and rectum revealed no tuberculous tissue] 

icroscopically, infiltration in choroid chiefly above. 
Nerve slightly invaded. In the right eye considerable 
organisation and cicatrisation of the exudation. Retina 
destroyed over the exudation, very degenerate elsewhere. 
Hemorrhage on the surface of the retina and in the 
subretinal — A few small collections of lymphocy- 
tes in the ciliary body and iris. In the left eye infiltra- 
tion more extensive and more typical. Vascular mem- 
branes in subretinal space. Retina detached and quite 
necrotic except near ora serrata. Lymphocytal infiltra- 
tion in iris ; in ciliary body the infiltration is mostly 
lymphocytal. but a small tuberculous focus is also 
present. A vascular membrane is connected with 
anterior surface of the iris, and crosses the pupil. 
A few fine vessels invade the periphery of the cornea. 

Case V. 

Tabby cat, full grown. A rs to be in good con- 
dition. 7 No history of the etlen of the disease. 

R. globe expanded, buphthalmic. Periphery of 
cornea vascularised. Iris pushed forwards, especially 
downwards and outwards. Pupil irregular, posterior 
synechiz. No deposits of leucocytes on posterior sur- 
face of the cornea. Many large new-formed vessels on 
iris, and vascular membrane over pupil. Diffuse yellow 
reflex from behindlens. Tension at present seems to be 
normal. LL. not buphthalmic. ey of cornea 
vasculari Iris vascular and greenish, many vessels 
on its surface. Polypus-like mass projecting from pupil; 


adherent at two points to the surface of the iris, causing 
distortion of the pupil. Slight reflex from behind lens 
downwards and inwards. Tension uormal. 


Post-mortem. Lungs studded all over, but not 
abundantly, with a wy spots and a few larger areas. 
No cavities. In the left kidney numerous yellow nodules 
towards the upper end. All other organs normal. Inocu- 
lation experiments negative (see p. 434). 

Microscopically, choroid very extensively invaded, 
the largest mass being beside the nerve entrance. Sclera 
becoming perforated, episclera] tissues infiltrated. Nerve 
entrance invaded : masses growing forward from it into 
the vitreous. Tapetum much broken up. Changes in 
anterior part of the globe “yg se ; more extensive 
iu iris than in ciliary body. Vascular webs in pupil. 
The polypus-like mass consists of fibrin. Corneo-iridic 
angle occluded. Fine vessels in cornea. 


Case VI. 


For this eye we are indebted to Mr. E. E. Henderson, 
The diagnosis is perhaps not nee cote. Half- 
an-inch of the sympathetic nerve had been removed in 
the neck during an experiment. The wound healed by 
first intention. After some time a white reflex developed 
behind the pupil of the same side. The eye remained 
in this condition for some months and then gradually 
shrank. No post-mortem examination was made. 

Owing to imperfect fixation the microscopical exami- 
nation was not altogether satisfactory. The choroid is 
completely replaced by a thick layer of infiltration, of 
which the outermost cells are mostly lymphocytes while 
on the inner aspect there is some organisation, and 
larger, paler cells, like epithelioid cells, are yoy The 
sclera is moderately infiltrated in places, but not rare- 
fied. The retina is quite indistinguishable. Cicatricial 
membranes are present over the posterior part of the 
ciliary body, which is itself comparatively little in- 
flamed. The iris is rather deeply infiltrated with lym- 
phocytes, and a membrane stretches from the back of 
the cornea over the front of the iris and across the pupil. 
The corneo-iridic angle is occluded and some small 
vessels invade the periphery of the cornea,

Frxance CoMMITTEE. 


Mr. Mason read the following report of a meeting of 
the Finance Committee held on January 6th, 1911 :— 

“ Financial Statement. The Treasurer submitted his 
Financial Statement for the quarter ended Dec. —_ 
1910, showing a balance in hand of £622 14s. an 
liabilities amounting to £930 3s. 6d. 

It was resolved :— 

(a) That the Secretary be instructed to make inquiries 
with regard to an amount in connection with the Liver- 
pool Examinations, and to report to the Treasurer before 
the payment of the account. 

(4) That the Treasurer be authorised to pay the 
liabilities amounting to £930 3s. 6d., together with 
cheques for monthly salaries, insurance, petty cash, and 
electric light required during the ensuing quarter. 

Overdraft. e Treasurer reported that, after pay- 
ment of the above liabilities, the overdraft at the bank 
before the next meeting of Council would amount to 
about £460. 

And it was resolved that he be authorised to make 
arrangements fora further overdraft up to a total of 
£1,000 on the security of Consols, failing which he was 
authorised to sell out Consols to the amount of £1,000, 
if necessary. 

Donation. The Secretary read the following letter 
from Mr. G. Garnett, of Hove :— 

“ Dear Sir,—I saw by the last report that the expendi- 
ture of the College was greater than their income. 
ty you please accept for the College the enclosed 

1 Is.” 
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It was resolved that the donation be accepted, and 
that the thanks of the Council be conveyed to Mr. 
Garnet for his gift. 

Solicitor’s Account. The Secretary reported the 
receipt of a letter from the Solicitor stating that, in view 

’ of the present condition of the Co!lege finances, he would 
be willing to give his services gratuitously in respect of 
the Veterinary Surgeons Act Amendment Bill, 

And it was resolved that the Solicitor be thanked for 
his kind offer, but that he be informed that the Com- 
mittee do not see any necessity for departing from the 
usual procedure. 

Telephone. On_the proposition of Prof. Williams, 
seconded by Mr. Wharam, it was resolved that steps be 
taken to have a telephone installed in the College 
building on the slot system. 

Mr. Mutvey: Sir, the financial statement is a 
disastrous one. With regard to the last examinations 
that had been held this Christmas, I find that the cost 
has been £813 1s. 9d., and the receipts £785 15s., 
showing a loss on the examination of £27 6s. 9d. You 
will notice that we are now indebted to the bank in 
the sum of £327 9s. 6d. To that you must add cheques 
that will be required for salaries, insurance, petty 
cash, ete., which will amount to £120 16s. 8d., and 
there as been an omission from this list for the charge 
for the previous overdraft amounting to £1 4s. 6d.; 
showing our indebtedness to the bank after these 
cheques have been drawn of £459 10s. 8d. Some little 
time ago the Council authorised me to arrange with 
the National Provincial Bank to allow an overdraft up 
to £500. That amount has almost been reached, and 
before we shall be receiving anything to the good we 
shall have exceeded that overdraft. It is. therefore, on 
those grounds that I have asked the Finance Com- 
mittee to recommend to the Council to give authority 
for increasing that overdraft on the terms that have 
been mentioned in the report of the Finance Com- 
mittee. I do not think I have any more to say, except 
to point out to this Council that it will be absolutely 
necessary to sell our Consols in order to meet the 
liabilities that we see before us. We have no means at 
all of meeting them in any other way ; and so far as I 
can see with regard to the proposed Bill, that is cer- 
tainly looming in the future, but we cannot expect 
that it will be passed this year. I only hope that it 
may be passed at the commencement of the following 


year. 

On the motion of Mr. Mason, seconded by Prof. 
Williams, the report of the Finance Committee was 
adopted. 


REGISTRATION COMMITTEE. 


The SECRETARY read the report of a meeting of the 
Registration Committee held on January 5th, which 
stated that certain correspondence was dealt with by 
the Committee and instructions given to the Secretary 
with regard to the replies to be sent. In one case it 
was resolved that a reply be sent stating that “The 
Committee is not an advisory body, and no opinion can 
be offered, but each case is dealt with on its merits on 
proper evidence being submitted.” 

College Crest. Letters were received from Mr. P. J. 
Penhale and W. Kirk with reference to the use of the 
College Crest on professional note paper, in respect of 
which the payment of a licence was claimed by the 
Connty Council. 

It was resolved that the matter be referred to the 
Solicitor for investigation, and in the event of there 


being proper evidence in the first case, that he he 
aunes to brief counsel with the consent of Mr. 
nhale. 


It was also resolved that the second case be referred 
to the Solicitor with power to communicate with the 
London County Council. 


Cases. G.C. Hill. <A petition was received from Mr. 
G. C. Hill praying for the restoration of his name to the 
register. further complaint was, however, submitted, 
and it was resolved 

(a) That Mr. Hill be informed the Council is giving 
his case serious consideration. 

(4) That the Secretary be instructed to obtain further 
evidence from the complainant. 

Churchill’s Veterinary Sanatorium. ‘The Solicitor 
reported that, as it had been found there were no assets 
in the Company, the costs obtained could not be 
recovered. 

It was resolved that no further action be taken. 

The President at this point left the chair, and Mr. A. 
Lawson was appointed in his place. 

Potts, H. A complaint was submitted by Mr. Hick- 
man, but it was resolved that this Committee does not 
recommend the Council to take action on the complaint 
received. 

The Committee conside ed nineteen other cases, in 
some of which it was reported that the offence had been 
discontinued, while in others it was resolved that the 
cases be not proceeded with. The Secretary was in- 
structed to write asking for explanations in other cases, 
and in a case of advertising by a sign it was resolved 
that the Solicitor be instructed to request that the 
offence be discontinued, failing which the member was 
to appear at the next meeting of Committee to show 
cause why his name should not be removed from the 
Register. 

The Soticrror : With regard to the cases of Penhale 
and Kirk I should like some further instructions. In 
Penhale’s case the petition is this, that Mr. Penhale 
succeeding before the Justices in defending his case 
and it was dismissed, but 1 understand that the Clerk 
to the County Council gave notice that he intended to 
apply to the Quarter Sessions to have the case tried 
on Appeal. Whether he has done so or not I do not 
know. Then with regard to Kirk’s case, Kirk’s case was 
made to some extent to be dependent upon Penhale’s 
case ; but I have been on the telephone with Mr. Kirk 
this morning, and he tells me he has had a communi- 
evtion from the London County Council that they 
intend to prosecute him. Suppose Penhale’s case is 
dropped by the County Council down there, what am I 
going to do if they prosecute Kirk ? 

Mr. GARNETT: The same thing. 

The Souicrror : That is all I want to know. If you 
give me power to act in Kirk’s case that is all I want, 
otherwise I am in a fix. 

Mr. Garnett: As I moved in the previeus case I 
move now, that Mr. Thatcher be empowered to take 
such action as may be necessary in one or both cases. 

Mr. Lawson : I second that. 

Tt was nnanimously agreed that the minutes should be 
amended in accordance with Mr. Garnett’s motion. 

The Presipent : Are there any other comments to be 
made on the report of the Registration Committee 

Prof. WiitiaMs : I beg to move that a certain portion 
of the report, not of yesterday’s Registration Com- 
mittee, but of the previous Registration Committee, be 
rescinded. 

The Presrpent: | am afraid I cannot accept that 
motion. 

Prof. Wituiams: Will you instruct me how it is 
possible to obviate what is going to be an extremely 
awkward case—I refer to 1684a, Potts. 

The Presmpent: I certainly cannot permit any 
modification of the minutes of the last Council meeting. 

Prof. Witt1aMs: Then will you direct me how to pro- 
ceed to have this procedure stopped ? 

Prof. Dewar: What is the procedure ? 

Prof. W1rttraMs: The procedure is to this effect, that

The Soricrror: I aim afraid there is no way out of 
the difficulty. I quite appreciate the position, no one 
more so than myself, but I am afraid there is no way 
out of it. 

Prof. WiLLIAMs : Am I to understand that this name 
is going to be restored ? 

he Soxicitor: Yes, it is restored. 

The PresipENT : I am afraid there is no help for it. 

The Soriciror : It is restored by effluxion of time. 

Prof. WiLtiaMs : But I understood at the Registration 
Committee that a motion might be brought before the 
Council to-day for a further snspenion. 

The Soriciror : I do not think you had that from me, 

The Presipent : I am afraid I must rule in this case 
that his name is restored ipso facto. 

Prof. WiLLiaMs : It was the impression, I am sure, of 
the Registration Committee yesterday that the matter 
could be brought before the Council to-day. 

The PresipENT: On the minutes. 

Prof. WiLLiaMs : I am sure that was our impression. 

Mr. Carrer : I am certain it was mine. 

Mr. Lawson: And it was mine, too. Unfortunately 
the minutes have been passed 

The PrestpENT: The only thing I can suggest is that 
Prof. Williams should move a motion at the ensuing 
Council meeting. 

The Soxicrror : But then what will he be able to do? 
It is an unfortunate position, but this man is on the 
Register. The motion which was adopted by the 
Council at the last meeting was specific, that the man’s 
name was to be restored unless within three months 
there was a complaint of further unprofessional conduct. 
There had been no such complaint ; therefore the resolu- 
tion comes into force. 

Prof. Dewar : Automatically. 

The Soticrror: Automatically. Of course, if the 
man misconducts himself again, that is a fresh matter 
altogether. 

The Presipent: The matter of the present alleged 
misconduct may be enquired into in the proper form 
before any ensuing Registration Committee, apart alto- 
gether from the earlier decision. 

The Soxtcrror: That was before the Registration 
Committee yesterday, and they declined to deal with it. 

The Presipent: With regard to the report of the 
Registration Committee of yesterday, you can modify 
those minutes as you please. 

Mr. MuLvey : But the previous minutes have been 
confirmed. 

Prof. WittrAMs: I desire to point out that there is 
really a splitting of hairs, in a way. This Council is 
not supposed to have any power to deal with the morals 
of any member of the R.C.V.S. But this case is not 
dealing with the morals of a member of the R.C.V.S. ; 
it is dealing with an application made by an individua 
for admission to the Register of the R.C.V.S., and I 
think that is a totally different case.

The Souicitor : I agree that that should have been 
brought forward at the Registration Committee which 
was held in October, when the question of Mr. So-and-so’s 
name being restored was under consideration ; but you 
eae a resolution, and that resolution has been 


adopted by the Council. That is the unfortunate 
position. 
The PresipentT: And unfortunately that resolution 
was not wisely worded, if one may put it in that way. 
Mr. Bannam: I should think it was very wisely 
worded, for the man ! 


oe Wiuiams: Of course we did not look forward 
to this. 

Mr. Vittar: I venture to think that under any cir- 
cumstances, as we are at present situated we are bound 
to restore Mr. Potts’ name to the Register. Yesterday ° 
we know there was a charge made against his moral 
character. We of the Committee who were there heard 
the charge made. Mr. Potts had a defence to it, but none 
of us heard any defence ; he was not there. The action, 
I take it, which Prof. Williams wishes us to take is on 
an ex parte statement of some individual. We do not 
even know who the individual was. I submit, sir, that 
there is nothing at present before the Council which 
should cause us to alter our resoluticn made three 
months ago. 

The Prestpent: The Solicitor is of opinion that the 
name is restored, and there is no question of passing any 
motion, 

Prof. Sir, may I correct Mr. Villar’s re- 
mark about this being an er parte statement. We heard 
what seemed to be very conclusive proof from the 
Solicitor, who had a large amount of correspondence 
which seemed on the face of it to prove the guilt of this 
serious charge. 

Mr. VILLAR: But the defence was not read. 

The Souicrror : Nor was the charge itself read—I was 
stopped. 

The PrestpENT: Are there any further observations 
on this report ? 

Mr. Wuaram: I should like to mention Case No. 1699 
and to ask whether he has given an undertaking. Do 
we know that his advertisements have ceased ? 

The Prestpent: There is no undertaking, but I 
understand the offence has ceased, and beyond that we 
cannot go. You do not desire to insist on an undertak- 
ing if the offence has ceased, do you? 

Mr. Mason : I wish to ask a question for the informa- 
tion of the profession. I should like the Solicitor to tell 
us the amount of the costs re Churchill, so that the 
profession may know what this action of the Registration 
Committee has cost. 

The Soticiror : The costs were taxed at £161 and 
some shillings. 

Mr. Mason : That is near enough for the profession to 
know what is going on. 

Mr. WHaram : I should like to know, sir, with regard 
to the case which I referred to previously, No. 1699, 
whether that case is to come up again ? 

The PrestpENT: No, unless the offence is resumed. 

Mr. Wuaram: I do not see that we have any evidence 
that it has ceased. 

The Prestpent : Our Solicitor reports that. We con- 
stantly have these cases where the offence ceases and we 
do not bother further.

ovrespondence. (a) A letter was received from a 
Member asking permission to take his Fellowship Ex- 
amination in May 1911, although the period of five 

ears since his graduation would not be complete until 
July. It was resolved that the application be acceded 
to, but that in the event of the candidate being 
successful, his Diploma be dated as from July, 1911. 

(6) <A letter dated November 25th, 1910, was received 
from the Secretary of the Royal (Dick) Veterinary Col- 
lege, Edinburgh, with regard to the interpretation of 
Bye-law 62, with regard to the length of the Session. 

And it was resolved that that the reply of the Secre- 
tary be approved. 

(c) A letter dated December 10th, 1910, from Mr. 
G. K. Sandylle, asking that he might be exempted from 
examination in Classes A and B in virtue of having 
of having graduated from an Indian Veterinary College, 
and it was resolved that the application be not acceded to. 

Mr. Stockman: I observe in this report that the 
Examiners in Class A—for what reason I do not know, 
perhaps it was my fault because I was not here 
yesterday—have been asked for a Special Report. I 
would like first to ask if this is usual, and if it is not the 
case that the Examiners furnish a report on each exaini- 
nation? Has that report been furnished, and if so does 
this resolution relate to something that the Council 
really feels they ought to know? Because it seems to me 
a very unusual thing to write to Examiners and ask 
them for a special report on the subject simply because 
one College appears to have been hardly dealt with. I 
grant that there may be a reason for it, but I would like 
to know, before I agree to this report, whether the usual 
report is wanting in anything or not. 

he PresipENT: The Examiners have sent the usual 


rt to this College. 
: They have made no specific remark 


about this. 

The PresipEnt: That is to say, they have awarded 
the marks to each of the students in the ordinary way. 

Mr. Stockman : I would like to move that that part 
of the report be deleted. 

Prof. WitLiIaMs: Before that is put, may we not 
have an explanation as to why it is suggested these 
exam iners be asked to explain ? 

The PresipENT : It is open to any member to address 
the meeting upon it. 

Prof. Wi~traMs: Perhaps Prof. Dewar would like 
to say something, or if he would rather not I will do so. 

f. Dewar: I would sooner that you did it, if 
you will. 

Prof. Witt1aMs: Then, sir, [ beg to point out that 
the attention of the Examination Committee was drawn 
to what is presumed to be rather an extraordinary thing 
in connection with the A Examination in Edinburgh. 


Five students presented themselves for this examina- 
tion, and the whole five were rejected. The extraordin- 
ary thing is that those five men all went down 
on Anatomy ; four out of five passed in Biology, and 1 
think all five passed in Chemistry. It is so extraordin- 
ary that four men should pass in Chemistry and in 
Biology and all of them go down on Anatomy. The 
Teacher of the subject maintains that the students were 
equally well up in their anatomy as they were in their 
biology and their chemistry, and the Principal of the 
school maintains that the men worked hard. I under- 
stand some of the men passed in anatomy at a previous 
examination, and yet they got fewer marks for anatomy 
at Christmas, and at that examination not a single one 
of them passed in anatomy. If they had got bad marks 
all round, well, they would have been five bad men ; 
but it does seem extraordinary, particularly to teachers, 
that they should go down in the one subject. I do not 
think there is anybody in the profession who can possi- 
bly cast any reflection upon the teaching of anatomy at 
the Clyde Street College. I think after an explanation 
like that, Mr. Stockman may be satistied that there is 
really a good case for asking for a simple statement 
from the Examiners on the subject to clear up this 
seeming mystery. 

Mr. StockMAN: May L ask, simply for information, 
whether the examiners consulted together before mark- 
ing the students ? 

Mr. Garnett: They did. 

Mr. Stockman: Then I must stick to my resolution. 

Mr. Mutvey: It simply amounts to a charge of un- 
fairness on the part of the examiners. 

Prof. WitL1AMs: No, not at all. 

Mr. Burt: I wish to second the motion. It seems to 
me that the reason for the failure of these men is more 
or less obvious to the ordinary man. I understand that 
these men, or the majority of them—three—went up for 
examination on a previous occasion and passed in 
anatomy, and they failed in one or two of the other 
subjects. Consequently, for the next examination they 
studied the other subjects more than they studied anat- 
omy ; they forgot that anatomy had still to be studied 
and they got “ploughed” on anatomy. The reason 
is obvious ; and it seems to me if you ask the examiners 
for an explanation, the obvious reply is “ Because they 
did not satisfy us.” You have appointed examiners, and 
> gate it goes forth that we are not satisfied with 
the way in which they carry on the examinations. The 
least we can dois to let them go on till the end of their 
term, and then, if anybody is dissatisfied with them, to 
say so, when we can appoint fresh examiners ; but 1 
think to ask the examiners now to give an explanation 
is, to say the least of it, degrading to them. 

Mr. Stockman : If the result had been the opposite, 
- everybody had passed, nothing would have been 
said. 

The Presipent: Are there any further observations | 

Prof. Dewar: I did not wish to speak, but seeing 
it has gone to this length I may give my reasons for 
bringing this matter before the Council. Prof. Williams 
has put the case very lucidly, and I merely state that 
inyself and my colleagues in Edinburgh had no reason 
to believe that these students were worse upin anatomy 
than they were in their other subjects, in fact the pro- 
fessor of anatomy is perfectly certain that his students 
were as well up as the students are on the average. 

Mr. Mason : Naturally—that is human nature. 

Prof. Dewar: And if you can finda better teacher of 
anatomy in Great Britain I will be glad to hear of him. 

Mr. Mason : It is only human nature. 

The PRESIDENT: er, order ; Prof. Dewar is now 

Prof. Dewar : To our surprise, when the results came 
out we found, on adding up the columns of the five men, 
that the total marks in anatomy of those five men came 
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to about two-thirds of the marks in the other two 
subjects. I know there is no redress ; | know it is a 
mistake in our rules and our bye-laws that there is no 

sibility of any check on anything of this kind 
1appening at an examination. The bye-laws are there, 
and there is no redress for the men, nor is there any 
redress in any other way. All I want is if possible to 
ascertain what we should do in Edinburgh to prevent 
such a thing occurring in the future. I do not believe 
that these men will work any harder ; I do not believe 
that these men can be better taught ; and the result, of 
course, Was most unsatisfactory. I want to ask Mr. 
Garnett if he is going to say anything. If not, 1 might 
say a little more. 

Mr. Garnett: | should just like to ask one question 
if 1 might, and then Prof. Dewar might reply. The 
question is, if it is not a fact that on previous occasions 
in other classes at different colleges the whole of the 
students presented in those classes have been rejected, 
and no complaint have been received from the different 
principals ! Why should we make any exception in this 
case ! 

Prof. Dewar: Yes, | will reply to that question. I 
do not know what has taken place at other schools : | 
know it has never taken place at Edinburgh since I have 
had any connectien with it. 

Mr. Garnett: Do you know, as a matter of fact, that 
such circumstances have arisen ! 

Prof. Dewar: I do not know it as a matter of fact ; 
I know it as a matter of report. 

Mr. Dunstan : I seconded this resolution that we are 
discussing yesterday, and I am going to support it now, 
for this reason. We have it in the opinion of the 
teachers of these students that they were really 
men, and I think after the statements that have been 
made by Prof. Dewar if we could have a little light 
thrown on the reasons for their rejection it would be 
advisable. One thing that flashed across my mind 
particularly was the system of nomenclature ad>pted in 
anatomy, and I wondered to myself whether the system 
of nomenclature used in Edinburgh was that which was 
known to the examiners. I thought possibly that might 
account for some of it, and if so, of course, our applica- 
tion to the examiners would help to throw some light on 
the subject in that respect. 

Mr. Stockman : How? 

Mr. Dunstan: The examiners would tell us whether 
they were using terms which were familiar to them or not. 
At any rate I wish the examiners would give us their 
reasons for it. Weare not reflecting on the examiners ; 
we are just asking them fora little advice. I do not 
think it is reflecting on them in any way ; it is just 
asking them if they can give us some information on the 
subject. 

Mr. Carter: May I ask who was the delegate 
appointed, and what his opinion is on the subject ? 

e would no doubt go about among the various tables 
and hear the questions. 

The Prestpent: Mr. Garnett, I understand, was the 
delegate. 

Mr. Garnerr: | have been a delegate at several 
examinations ; and this examination was conducted by 
the same two examiners who have been elected 
repeatedly for many years past, whose capabilitie: as 
examiners have never been called into ques’ion in pre- 
vious years, and in whom you showed your confidence 
only a few months ago by re-electing them once more 
to the position of examiners. I think it is the duty of 
this Council to uphold the report of those examiners in 
every detail. The examination, so far as I know and 
could was conducted under exactly similar condi- 


tions to those that have always prevailed. 

Mr. Burt: I want to know whether really this isa 
matter of great interest to the Council, or whether it is 
rather not a matter more of interest to the teachers and 


schools. It seems to me we are always willing to do 
what we can to assist the schools and the students, but 
I should rather suggest that this is a private affair 
between the teachers and the schools and the examiners. 
If we can in any way find out what the reason was for 
the failure of these students it is to their interest, but 
it is not to the interest of the Council. It seems to me 
it is not a thing that we need interest ourselves in, 
except in the endeavour to assist the schools. It does 
not seem to me to be of great interest to us. 

Mr. Vittar : I would like to say, as Chairman of the 
Examination Committee, that when the proposition was 
brought forward yesterday it did not oceur to me then, 
neither did it occur to me to-day until Mr. Dunstan’s 
speech, that the knowledge and capability of our 
examiners were ever for a moment called into question. 
There was no suggestion of such a thing yesterday. 
From what was then said they were simply to be asked 
if they could give an explanation. I remember it was 
pointed out to us then that if their explanation was 
that the students were not up to the subject and were 
not capable of passing the examination there was an 
end of the matter; we were bound to accept their 
explanation. 

Mr. Stockman : Might | point out that Mr. Dunstan 
said it was due to a mixing up of the nomenclature. 

The PresipENT : No; he ‘dia not say that; he said 
possibly it was. 

Mr. SrockMaN : If there are two names to a muscle— 

Mr. Dunstan : Half-a-dozen. 

Mr. Srockman: — or half-a-dozen, surely an 
examiner is not capable to examine if he rejects a 
student because he does not call the muscle by the name 


good | that he, as an examiner, has been used to call it by. 


Surely that is an absolute reflection on the examiner. 

The Prestpent: If there are no further remarks, the 
motion before me is that the report be adopted ; but an 
amendment has been moved by Mr. Stockman, seconded 
by Mr. Burt, to the effect that paragraph (4) be 
deleted. 

The amendment was then put and declared by the 
President carried. 

The motion for the adoption of the report, subject to 
the deletion of paragraph (4), was then put and carried. 


REGISTRATION COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Mutvey: I beg to move that authority be given 
to the Solicitor to prosecute in the case mentioned in 
the report of the Registration Committee, and that the 
Seal of the College be attixed to the document. 

Mr. Mason seconded the motion, which was carried. 


PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE. 


Mr. GaknetT read the following report of a meeting 
of the Parliamentary Committee held on January 5th :— 
Bill passed into law, The Chairman reported that 
the Diseases of Animals Act, 1910, had been 
into law during the previous session of Parliament. 

Private Bills,1911. The following Private Bills were 
submitted for consideration :—Chiswick U. D. Council : 
Gloucester Corporation : Ipswich Corporation : Luton 
Corporation : Northampton Corporation: Newcastle- 
on-Tyne Corporation : St. Helen’s Corporation : Rother- 
ham Corporation. 

(a) It was resolved to recommend that in the case of 
all Private Bills which do not contain the special Clause 
approved by the London County Council in February, 
1910 (see Minute number 13, 11, 8th April, 1910), 
endeavours be made to have this Clause inserted, and in 
cases where the concession is not obtained that the Bill 
be opposed in Parliament. 

(4) That a Sub-Committee consisting of Profs. Dewar 
McFadyean, and Williams, Messrs. Carter, Garnett, and 
Villar, be appointed to consider all Private Bills, and 
to report to this Committee, but that in the case of the 
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Bills above mentioned, they be empowered to report 
direct to the Council. 

(c) It was agreed that the first meeting should be held 
on the morning of Friday, January 6th, 1911, and that 
the Sub-Committee be empowered to act. 

Petrol Tax. The President reported the negotiations 
he had undertaken in order to obtain permission fora 
deputation to be received by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, but that, owing to the recent elections, it 
had been impossible to pursue the matter further for the 
present. 

Coronation. It was resolved that representations be 
made to the Earl Marshall asking that the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons be represented at the 
Coronation festivities, in the person of its President or 
other recognised Member of Council. 

_ Hire of Rooms. The Secretary applied for instruc- 
tions with regard to applications for the use of rooms in 
the College building, and it was resolved that the rooms 
be not let except for the purpose of meetings of Veterin- 
ary Associations. 

National Master Farriers’ Association. <A letter was 
read from the Secretary of the National Master Farriers’ 
Association with regard to the compulsory examination 
of farriers, and it was resolved that the letter be acknow- 
ledged without comment. 

On the motion of Mr. Garnett, seconded by Prof. 
Williams, the report was received. 

The Presipent: I want to make a statement in 
regard to this report. Mr. Garnett yesterday—I think 
quite rightly—asked for a copy of the letter that was 
sent to the Chancellor of the Exchequer with regard to 
the question of the petroltax. I was under the impress- 
ion that Mr. Bullock had a copy of the letter. It was 
an omission no doubt on my part if he did not have one ; 
I take entire blame for that, if any blame attaches to 
anyone. The letter was as follows :— 


“ Fountain Court, Temple, E.C. 
Oct. 18th, 1910. 


To the Right Honourable The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 


Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that at a recent 
meeting of the Vouncil of the Royal College of Veterin- 
ary Surgeons held at 10 Red Lion Syuare, W.C., it was 
unanimously resolved that “The Right Honourable 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer be asked to receive a 
small deputation of the Council in order that the views 
of the profession, to be placed on aequality with medical 
men in respect of a rebate on petrol consumed in profess- 
ional work, and to partial exemption in regard to 
licenses on motor cars, may be laid before him.” 

I had the pleasure of an interview with your private 
Secretary-to-day, who advised that, in the first instance, 
I should briefly state in writing the points which the 
profession especially urge for your consideration. 

In accordance therewith I have pleasure in urging 
as major points :— _ 

First. That veterinary surgeons, like medical men, 
are often called upon to undertake long trying journeys 
in the relief ad oy and suffering, for fees which often 
are not received at all, and which in any event can hardly 
be regarded as adequately remunerative. 

'y. Many country practitioners, to a number 
of whom motor cars have now become a necessity, are 
employed in the service of the State, being engaged by 
the rd of Agriculture to investigate and report 
upon alleged outbreaks of contagious diseases among 
animals. 

Thirdly. Many of the country practitioners are 
asked to undertake post-mortem examinations a lon 
distance from home at thé instance of the Board o 
Agriculture in suspected outbreaks of disease at a cost 
to the State which is barely remunerative to the practi- 


tioner, having regard to the time required for the pur- 
poses of the examination. 

Fourthly. As a body of professional men, who have 
now at great expense become highly skilled in the 
science and art of Veterinary Medicine and Surgery, they 
are performing, without really adequate reward, import- 
ant work in regard to the preservation of the health 
of the live stock of the country, which in itself directly 
influences the health of the community. 

Fifthly. Owing to their intimacy with animal 
diseases generally they are often in a position to advise 
and do advise, the Board of Agriculture and Municipal 
Authorities upon matters which are of importance to the 
agricultural community without any prospect of fee or 
reward. 

Sixthly. That the taxes will press with undue severity 
upon the country practitioners who especially need 
motor cars, but who are least able to bear the addi- 
tional burdens. 

Lastly. That as there are only at the most about 
2,500 veterinary practioners in the United Kingdom, 
many of whom are, by reason of the small income they 
possess, totally unable to take advantage of motor 
cars as a means of locomotion, no appreciable loss 
to. > revenue would result from the relief as afore- 
said. 
My Council confidently feel, that if the merits of their 
claims had been more directly placed before you at an 
earlier period you would have been as desirous of 
granting relief to the one profession as to the other, 
and they express the earnest hope that you will even 
now be good enough favourably to consider their 
appeal. 

trust I have made the points of our appeal suffi- 
ciently clear to convince you of the validity of the 
claims of the profession 1 represent to equality of treat- 
ment with the medical profession. If so, I venture to 
express the hope that you will be able to see your wa 
to grant the relief for which we appeal ; if otherwise, 
respectfully request that you will permit me, as Presi- 
dent of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, to 
have the honour of presenting the deputation of the 
Council to you, in order that the views of the profession 
may be more fully placed before you for your kind con- 
sideration.-—I have the honour to be, Sir, your obedient

In addition to that I wrote to Mr. Bowerman, who is 
Member for Deptford, and I have seen him on the sub- 


ject ; and I hope when Parliament meets that he will 


introduce me to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, or 
speak to the Chancellor, or that something may done 
in order that our representations may be carried into 
effect. But of course during the last month or two, 
owing to the Elections, one has not been able to do

The Presipent: The usual formal reply, that the 
matter will receive the attention of the Chancellor in dune 


course. 

Mr. McKryna : I think we ought to acknowledge and 
sanction what our President has done. Personally I 
feel grateful to him for that letter, although I for one 
did not see it beforehand. I was one of the deputation 
that was asked to approach the Chancellor of the Ex- 
cheqner, and I wish personally to acknowledge my 


thanks to the President for his presentation of our case 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and I suggest that 
we sanction his letter. 
The Prestpent: I am sorry if I was guilty of 
the least discourtesy in not sending this letter to you. 
Mr. McKrinna: I do not feel it in that way at 
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The Prestpent: My impression was—and I think 
Mr. Bullock was of the same opinion—that you left it 
for us to arrange the deputation ; and therefore it did 
not occur to me—and I do not think it occurred to Mr. 
Bullock, otherwise he would have mentioned it to me— 
that anything else should be done. Mr. Garnett yester- 
day, quite rightly, raised the question, and if anything 
has been done not in accordance with your wishes I am 
very sorry. But of course one must have some power to 
act in these cases, and this was the letter which we 
deemed it desirable to send. 

Mr. Garnett: If | might saya word, sir, it was only 
on the question of procedure that I raised the matter. 
It always has been usual for the Chairman of the respon- 
sible Committee to act with the Committee. I entirely 
agree with what you have done; it was only on the 
question of irregularity I raised the point. 

The PresipENT: I am sure you will allow me to say 
that, although Mr. Garnett and I do not always agree, 
I should be the last one to offer him, or any other 
member of the Council, any discourtesy, or be guilty of 
any intention to evade any of the regulations ; but of 
course one is new to the Chair and one does not know 
these things. 

Mr. Burt: Personally, I see no discourtesy at all. 
You were asked to arrange for a deputation, and to the 
best of my recollection of the letter that you read to us 
you asked for a deputation. I see no discourtesy to any 
Committee at all. 

The PresipENT: Anyhow, that is what I have done, 
and if it meets with your approval I am only too glad. 

Mr. McKinna: We are very grateful to you, sir, and 
we thank you for what you have done. 

Mr. Garnett: I am thankful to you as well. 

The PresipENT: There is another matter I wish to 
mention, and that is the Veterinary Surgeons’ Amend- 
ment Bill. It does not strictly come under this Com- 
mittee, but I am afraid that yesterday I was again some- 
what remiss, because the matter ought to have been re- 
ferred to at any rate then. I want to report to a 
what has been done. Mr. Hayes Fisher, M.P., has 
promised to back the Bill, and Capt. Jessel has also 

romised to back the Bill for me. I have seen Sir 

rederick Low, K.C., and he has promised to back the 
Bill, and to father it in the House of Commons. I have 
here a letter from Capt. Jessel, which I think you should 
hear. (The President read the letter). I had a confer- 
ence with Sir Frederick on the matter and we discussed 
the Bill together. He drew attention to Section 3, Sub- 
section 3—“ If any member— 

Mr. Garnett: Might I, ona point of order, ask if 
this has been before the Committee, and if not why it 
has not been submitted to them, so that they could 
report to this Council in the usual way? I do not think 
it is advisable that such a statement should go outside 
the Committee before it has been considered by them. 
It is most irregular. 

The PrestpeEnt : I said at the outset that it is a little 
irregular. 

Mr. Garnett: Very irregular, and as a member of 
that Committee I protest against it. 

The PresipENT : Will you allow me to answer your 
question ? 

Mr. Garnett: It is jeopardising the whole thing. 

The Prestpent: I feel now that this Committee 
ought to have considered the matter yesterday, and I 
say it was an oversight that they did not do so; and 
that is why I want to refer to it now, with your per- 
mission, and only with your permission, because we 
shall not meet again for three months. 

Mr. Garnett : Not the Committee? 

The Presipent: You know there is a separate Com- 
mittee on the Bill, and I think it ought to have been 
called yesterday, but I have had a great deal to do lately 


and I do not think Mr. Bullock reminded me of it—I 
am not blaming anyone in the least. 

Mr. Garnett : I proposed that this matter be referred 
to the Committee. They have power to act. 

The Prestpent : I understand—Mr. Garnett will in- 
form me if I am wrong—that Mr. Bullock asked Mr. 
Garnett or Sir John Seeders with regard to this 
matter. However, it is for you to say whether you will 
discuss the matter. 

Mr. Mason : I beg to second Mr. Garnett’s proposition 
that it be referred to the Committee. 

Prof. Witrams : I beg to move as an amendment 
that we hear this correspondence. It is perhaps a 
regrettable matter that the subject has not been gone 
about in such a regular way as would suit Mr. Mason 
and Mr. Garnett, but it is certainly for the benefit of 
the profession and for the hastening of the Bill that we 
should have this knowledge. Goodness knows what may 
- before the Council meets again. 

Mr. Mutvey : I should like to point out that it is not 
a matter for the Council. A Committee was appointed 
by the Council with power to act—to carry out these 
negotiations. 

The Prestpent: The Council is supreme over all 
Committees. 

Mr. Mutvey: Then does this Council dissolve that 
Committee? I am a member of that Committee. 

Prof. WiLL1AMs : I move my amendment, that we hear 
the correspondence. 

Mr. CarTER : I beg to second that. 

Mr. Garnett : Task the Secretary to read the minute 
appointing that Committee. It was given executive 
powers by this Council. It was only elected a short 
time ago, and this Council gave the Committee execu- 
tive powers to carry the Bill into law. The President 
has been acting without the knowledge of that Com- 
mittee, without that Committee being called together, 
and in a way which, in my opinion, is prejudicial to 
the passing of the Bill in the present Session of Parlia- 
ment. It is for those reasons that I think it is not 
desirable this important question should be laid before 
us and before the public without it first being laid before 
the Committee, into whose hands you placed this Bill to 
carry it into law. 

Mr. Mutvey : It is really a vote of want of confidence 
in the Committee. ‘ 

The PrestpEnT : I hope you will not import the least 
personal element into this matter to-day, because it 
will be a great pity if youdoso. I am sorry Sir John 
is not here, because | have a very important letter 
from him in which he concurs in what I have done, 
and approves of the whole thing. I shall accept Prof. 
Williams’s amendment, because the Council is the 
supreme body over all Committees, and it is for you 
to say whether you accept his amendment or not. 
Therefore, in order to elicit the view of the Council, | 
will put Prof. Williams’s amendment, seconded by Mr. 
Carter, that the correspondence be heard. 

Mr. Burt: Is there anything in this correspondence 
that is likely, in your opinion, to jeopardise the success 
of the Bill? Will anything be given to the general 
public from reading that correspondence that will 
endanger the Bill, because, if so, it would be just as 
well to keep anything that will jeopardise the Bill away 
from the public at the present moment. 

_ The Presipenr: Certainly not. The whole question 
is one of furthering the Bill ; it is not a question of jeo- 
pardising it. 

Mr. Burr: You referred to a particular clause, and if 
there is anything in that which other people may catch 
hold of and make mischief about it would be as well if 
we did not disenss it in public. 

Prof. W1tttaMs : Perhaps it might remove all difficulty 
if the Council would resolve itself temporarily into come 
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mittee and then hear the correspondence. I move that 
we resolve ourselves into committee to hear this corres- 
pondence. 

Mr. Lawson : I second that. 

Mr. Roserts : How long will it be before the Com- 
mittee which is empowered to deal with the Bill meets 

in 

The Presipent : I am afraid three months. 

Mr. Garnett: Nonsense. 

Mr. Mason : We can meet at any time. 

The Prestpent: Order, order. | am afraid it will be 
three months, unless it is specially called. 

Prof. WiitraMs : It seems to me it may be necessary, 
if this Committee is going to be so extremely indepen- 
dent, that someone should move that we clip their 
wings, and do not permit them to act without the con- 
sent of the Council. (Hear, hear.) 

The PrestpENT: There is a motion before me, moved 
by Prof. Williams, seconded by Mr. Lawson, that we 
resolve ourselves into committee for a few minutes to 
consider this matter. 

The resolution was then put and carried. 

[The Council then resolved itself into committee for 
the purpose of discussing the matter. | 

On the Committee subsequently resolving itself into 
the Council, 

On the motion of Mr. Carter, seconded by Mr. 
McKinna, the report of the Parliamentary Committee 
was adopted.

(d) Newcastle-upon-Tyne Corporation Bill. That 
objection be raised to Clause 82, in which the words “or 
milk” should be erased. 

Mr. Garnett: The intention of the Parliamentary 
Committee in appointing this Special Committee for 
the purpose of going over Bills and reporting in future 
to the Parliamentary Committee was understood to be 
waived on this occasion. The Sub-Committee had to 
report direct to the Council, and if their recommenda- 
tions were approved by the Council the Sub-committee 
had power to see those recommendations carried into 
effect. I move the adoption of the report 

Prof. Dewar: I hope that the Solicitor will be asked 
about that. 

Mr. Stockman : Is it quite legal? [ have no objec- 
tion to a Sub-Committee being spperetes by another 
Committee to report to the Council on a matter of this 


kind, but I should like to know that they have the 

- power to do it, and that thisis not an illegally appointed 
Snb-Committee. 

Prof. Wriu1aMs : I understand that we were appointed 

~ a Sub-Committee with special powers to report to the 

Council, but I did not understand that the Committee 


could give us power toact. I think we must obtain our 
powers from the Council. 

Mr. Garnett: Yes. ‘The Conncil by adopting the 
report of the Parliamentary Committee have alread 
sanctioned the appointment of the Sub-Committee. It 
now remains with the Council to sanction these few 


Bills that we have before us at the present time. It is 
an exceptional case. 

Mr. StockmMaN : Am | in order in raising the point in 
connection with the Sub Committee’s report? I do not 


object to the Sub-Committee, but I do object to 
a Committee being illegally appointed. I should like an 
assnrance on that point. 

The PrestpENt: I understand the Council have 
really approved what has been done in regard to the 
matter. I do not think there is very much in it ; I do 
not think you need be anxious about it. 

The Soxicrror : The Committee had no power to give 
the Sub-Committee power to act, so that that will have 
to be ratified by the Council. 

Mr. Garnetr: That is the, recommendation of the 
Committee. 

The Prestpent: There will be no difficulty about 
ratifying that afterwards. It is not a serious matter. 

Prof. Wruu1aMs : I second the motion for the adoption 
of the report.

are really necessary, but I do not propose that the par” 
ticular bye-laws referring to the Examinations should 
be revised thoroughly, because that would mean a com- 
plete alteration of the character of the examinations 
perhaps. But there are some things that it is really 
necessary should be done, and done as soon as possible. 
I think Mr. Bullock understands what I refer to, and it 
is hardly necessary to make an explanation. 

The PrestpeNntT: This is a matter that ought to be 
referred by formal motion to the Examination Com- 
mittee, to make it clear.

A letter from Sir Charles A. Cameron, c.B., acknow- 
ledging Association’s resolution of sympathy with him 
in his lamentable accident, and a similar letter from 
‘Mr. R. B. Freeman, M.R.c.v.s., were ordered to be read 
at next meeting. 

Mr. W. S. Lamont, M.R.c.v.s., Cookstown, wrote

Motor LicENsE ABATEMENTS. 
The following letter was read from Mr. W. 8. Lamont, 


Cookstown : 
“ October 25, 1910. 

Dear Sir,—Kindly bring to the notice of your Society 
and other M.R.C.V.S. whom it may interest that those 
of our profession who use motors in their practice should 
apply for licenses for same as being duly qualified medi- 
cal practitioners. Refer to words used in Sec. 86, Sub- 
section 4 of Finance Act, 1910; then, to prove that 
M.R.C.V.S., are duly qualified medical practitioners, 
refer to decision given in Allen’s case, for which see 
Allen (1904) 2 IR. 565, also Vanston’s Local Govern- 
ment, vol. 11, p. LXIv. A special form is required (1A) 
which has a certificate attached, which must be sent 
signed by the Secretary to the County Council or Clerk 
to the County Borough. If all M.R.C.V.S., who use 
motors would apply for licenses on those terms and re- 


fuse to take them out otherwise, until decided by a test 
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case if necessary, the decision would likely be again 
given in our favour, If we can carry this we would 
also be entitled to the rebate of 3d. per gallon duty.

Mr. Winkryson : Is he a member? 

The Hon. Sec.: No, he is not a member, but the 
matter may be of interest to those members who have 
motor cars. I was speaking to a medical man, and he 
said the concession was a very small one, and that 1t was 
hardly worth looking for. 

Mr. McKeEwny said a letter of thanks should be sent 
from the Association to Mr. Lamont for drawing their 
attention to the matter—though most of them would 
rather see motor cars at the bottom of the Red Sea.

Prof. Craic seconded Mr. McKenny, as he considered 

the matter was of considerable interest to the motorists 
in the profession. 

Mr. Loucuran : I was under the impression that this 
Society would take the matter up and fight it out for 
us. I have been a member from a very early date, and 
that is the reason I came here to-night, being under 
that impression. 

Mr. Norris observed that he did not think that it 
was a small matter. It was one in which a large 
principle was involved, and he thought it was the duty 
of the Association to assist Mr. Loughran in his defence 
if he is prosecuted. It wasa most important thing. It 
was the question of whether they were medical practi 
tioners or not. It was not the financial point at all, it 
was the principle ; and it was the duty of the Associa- 
tion to give Mr. Loughran every support, financial or 
other, that could be given. 

Mr. McKENny mentioned that as a preliminary they 
should have a report from the treasurer as to how they 
stood. Though they stood well as regards finances, 
still, as a comparatively small Association they were 
not very wealthy, and he did not see that they could 
take up the burden of the fight. However, the 
treasurer would be able to inform them how they stood. 

Mr. Norris : Before the treasurer speaks I would like 
to make a remark. If this Association—a very large 
one, and strong financially—is unable to fight this 
matter, how can we expect an iadividual member to do 
it? I think it is most unreasonable. The Association 
should do its utmost to support him. 

Mr. Macee asked the members to recollect that they 
fonght a great battle before over the exemption of 
veterinary surgeon from serving on juries, and won it. 

Mr. Wiikrnson : Mr. Allen fought it himself. 

Mr. Magee: He had the moral support of this 
Association. If he had not fought it the Association 
would have done so. 

Mr. Wirxrnson : Yes. 

_-The How. Sec. said he did not imagine that the initial 
cost would be very large. He had a conversation with 
Mr. Burke, the assistant law officer of the Corporation, 
and asked him what he would suggest they should do 
about it, He said the way to go about it would be to 


submit a case to counsel to see what their position 
precisely was before they took action, 

Prof. Craic said before they proceeded on any steps 
it would be well to know if there was any likelihood of 
any prosecution. He understood no application 
been made yet to Mr. Loughron in respect of the license. 
After a refusal it would be the time to consider whether 
counsel’s opinion should be taken. 

Mr. LouGHran : With regard to the refusal, both Mr. 
Lamont and myself have asked for the special forms 
from the Secretary of the County Council, as we cannot 
get the abatement unless he signs them, and he refuses 
to do so, therefore we can get no license. Mr. Hamilton, 
Secretary of the County Council of Tyrone, wrote to me 
giving me the opinion of the Local Government Board, 
and they hold we are not entitled to it. Of course, the 
Local Government Board have been wrong many times 
before. 

Mr. Norris said this question was of interest in 
England too. The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
been interviewed, and he has declined to allow the 
abatement. We in Ireland stand in such a favourable 

ition—we are recognised as practitioners under the 
uries decision—that I do not see why we should not 
follow it up and get our status recognised in this matter 
too. He proposed that they get counsel's opinion on 
Mr. Loughran’s case. It was essential to Mr. Loughran 
that it should be settled soon. He could not get his 
license, and if he was driving his car he was driving it 
illegally.

OBITUARY. 


F. MACDONALD, M.B., C.M., M.R.C.v.S., Dalegarth, 
Windermere. Graduated, Lond: Dec., 1891. 


News just received by cable from the Ivory Coast, 
West Africa, tells of the sudden death at San Pedro there 
of Thomas Fawcett M‘Donald, .B., c.m. (Glas.), on 14th 
December. A wide circle of intimate friends and 
scientific, artistie, and literary acquaintances will de- 
plore the death at the comparatively early age of forty- 
eight of Dr. M‘Donald. Born at Maryhill, Glasgow, he 
was —_ associated with his father, the late Dr. William 
M‘Donald, who carried on an extensive practice there. 
Soon after his graduation in medicine and surgery at 
Glasgow University in 1882, he took up the special study 
of tropical diseases. With that object in view he — 
several years in various parts of Australia and New 
Zealand. Returning to this country in 1889, he con- 
tinued his special research, and in 1892 took the degree 
of M.R.c.v.s. During the two following years he visited 
Germany, America, Italy, Egypt, China, and Japan, 
making contributions to various scientific bodies in these 
countries on subjects connected with tropical diseases. 
For ten years thereafter Australia was again the sphere 
of his investigations. There he found time to take up 
the question of “ White Australia,” and he is recognised 
as the pioneer of the movement. Engrossed as he was 
with his scientific pursuits, he nevertheless found time 
to indulge his literary tastes. He was a graceful writer 
of verse,as was proved by a small collection of sonnetsand 
songs published by him two years ago under the title of 
“North Sea Lyrics.” He was a frequent contributor, 
too, of verses in the local newspapers during his sojourn 


in the West Indies. At one time a keen volunteer 
(holding a commission in the Dumbartonshire Rifle 
my He never gave up the practice of Rifle shooting, 
and while in Australia and other places he founded rifle 
clubs, and in other ways encouraged rifle and revolver 
shooting.— The Scotsman.
